Incumbents John E. Carlock and H. R. 


Stroube, Jr., easily won re-election to 
new two-year terms as City Com- 
missioners Tuesday in one of the lightest 
turnouts of Corsicana voters in years. 


A total of 1,024 votes were cast out of 


8,041 eligible voters. 


Carlock led the three-man field of 


candidates polling 901 votes in seeking 
his first full elective term. He was 
named to fill a vacancy in a.special 
election in June, 1971. 


Stroube, running for his fifth term but 


only his fourth full two-year term, 
received 859 votes. He, too, was elected 
to fill out a portion of an unexpired term 
in a special election in 1969. 


Political newcomer H.O. Sammons, 


making his first bid for public office, 
tallied 192 votes. He is a retired con- 
tractor who has made his home in 
Corsicana for the past eight years. 


In leading the ticket, Carlock carried 


seven of the nine voting boxes, the ex- 
ceptions being Pet. 4, the Courthouse, 
where Stroube was the top vote-getter by 
a three vote margin, 80 to. 77, and IB, the 
School Administration Building, which 
Stroube carried 140 to 132.

Robert M. Scott II, a fc 
City Commissioner, received three 
write-ins. Getting one write-in each were 
Foley Wynn, Charles Nicholson, Don 
Bowen, Sidney Polk, Wayne Powell, 
George Willis, Ralph Scoggins, Jessie 
Files and Melvin Byrd.

She 
specifically pointed to Upchurch's arrest 
in February on a charge of driving while 
intoxicated and for failure to drive in a 
single marked lane.

PISGAH RIDGE—Time appears to 


have crept up on this famous stretch of 
landscape after years of standing still. 


Recent months have brought a road 


crew to the ridge for the purpose of 
surfacing and black-topping a road that 
runs further north along the scenic 
landscape than FM 1394 does. Talk has 
also been heard in recent months of 
some large-scale development 
being 


planned for the area. 


Admittedly, the rumors are exactly 


that, just rumors. One longtime resident 
in the area knows of at least one tract 
that has been purchased purely as an 
investment. The fact that the new road 
runs north to nowhere doesn't strike him 
as particularly significant, either. 


Yet any 
intrusion on the 
ridge 


deserves attention. Many of the fields 
lying below the ridge along Pin Oak 
Creek have long been clear of trees and 
brush, but the area remains basically 
unchanged. John Wesley Hardin, one of 
the Old West's most notorious gun- 
fighters, laid low on the ridge for a while 
by teaching school there 
and the 


physical aspects of the area haven't 
changed that much since those days. 


(Kenneth Blacklidge was raised on the 


ridge and is one of the authorities of its 
lore. He claims Hardin may have taught 
school further to the west and not in 
Pisgah.) 


Wooden bridges still provide the only 


access'across Pin Oak Creek on the 
dusty one-lane road that runs off the 
ridge, then swings north into Pursley. 
Indian Paint Brushes compete with 
Bluebonnets for attention along FM 1394 
and in the fields, making the area an 
artist's delight. 


An attentive driver with an afternoon 


to kill can spot armadilloes, hawks and 
one or two roadrunners just by keeping 
his eyes open. One rancher who lives a 
mile or so in towards Richland from the 
ridge has what appeal* to be several 
longhorn steers—at least a cross-breed, 
judging from the span of the horns-- 
grazing in a field along the road. 


Nothing remains of the ghost town of 


Pisgah Ridge, only a few chimneys 
where homes once stood. The county 
survey map, circa 1964, shows another 


' vanished town named Mount Nepo a 


couple of miles south of Pisgah along the 
ridge. Blacklidge agrees with veteran 
Texas traveler Frank X. Tolbert that the 
name actually should be "Mount Nebo," 
a connotation that has some bearing on 


. Pisgah's name. 


The Bible indicates that Pisgah was 


the crest of Mount Nebo from which 
Moses was allowed to view the promised 
land. Early pioneers obviously recalled 
the passage when looking west and south 
from the ridge, for the view—even 
today—is an impressive one. 


On a clear day, the steeple atop the old 


stone college building in Tehuacana, 
down in Limestone County, is visible. 


Geologically, Pisgah Ridge is almost 


75 miles of limestone fault. A large 
section of it has settled, separating 
Pisgah from Tehuacana which is at the 
southern tip of the fault. An-oldtimer of 
Groesbeck claims that the ridge was the 
main highway between north-central 
Texas and San Antonio and that it was 
possible for wagons to travel in an 
almost straight line and encounter no 
mud during the rainy season. 


The ridge provided a stone ford of 


Richland Creek, Tolbert has written, 
and by following the fault southward 
wagon trains could reach the Falls of the 
Brazos near Marlin, the only rock- 
bottom crossing of the River of the Arms 
of God between Waco and the Gulf of 
Mexico. Evidence that people passed 
this way more than a hundred years ago 
turns up continuously as residents and 
visitors report finding old nails and 
oxer ^\oes. 


Even bigger trove is found. Blacklidge 


recalls the day in his boyhood when he 
found several old rifles in a cave under 
the ridge that he was clearing of scrap 
metal. 


Historically, the ridge has been 


mapped as early as 1834 and perhaps 
earlier. The 1834 date is firm because 
former Dallasite T.F. (Tommy) Larkin, 
owner of one of the larger ranches along 
the ridge, has the original grant papers, 
the I^atham tract, which shows the land 
as part of Coahuila, Mexico, one of the 
northern frontier states of that nation. 


Shopping centers and lookalike ranch- 


style homes may still be years away 
from the ridge, but all the signs point to 
the certainty of it. Tolbert expressed his 
affection for the area when he wrote that 
"you're glad that wide concrete layers 
haven't laid on the narrow crest of this 
rocky ridge between the Trinity and the 
Brazos." 


The new road may not be concrete, but 


it's there. That's enough to encourage 
travelers to see the area before the 
70MPH signs make it difficult.

Highway 75 Revisited

FAIRFIELD-What was once 


one of the most feared highway 
death traps in the state is now 
just quiet road through Freestone 
County. 


Where once traffic was backed- 


up 20 cars deep behind diesel- 
belching trailer-trucks there is 
only the occasional car or the 
farmer in his pickup easing onto 
the road. No longer do motorists 
leave Streetman facing a war- 
ning sign telling them to be 
especially careful for the next 50 
miles since 13 people were killed 
on this stretch of road last year 
and four more have died this 
year. 


Highway 75 is just a memory 


now to those who were fortunate 
enough to negotiate the narrow 
road, while it must still be a 
nightmare to those who lost loved 
ones to the dangerous passage. 


The opening of Interstate 45 


from Streetman to Fairfield in 
October of last year funneled the 
heavy Houston-to-Dallas traffic 
load off the narrow two-lane U. S. 
75 and onto four lanes of concrete 
which were made for high-speed 


cruising. 


Three months ago this reporter 


told how the opening of the new 
road had affected the city of 
Fairfield, causing numerous 
closings of restaurants and 
service stations. At that time it 
was stated the some of the old 
and some new businessmen were 
moving out to the interchanges to 
handle the needs of motorists. 
Today this transition is complete 
as 
Fairfield 
offers 
four 


restaurants and six gas stations 
along the route, and one more 
downtown restaurant has closed 
its doors. 


A recent inspection of the 


parking lot situation-during lunch 
hour indicated that those still in 
business were doing business at 
an enviable rate. 


Just as Fairfield is surviving 


without the traffic, so are the 
motorists surviving at a much 
better rate as the result of the 
uncongested state of the traffic. 
Furthermore, old U. S. 75 is not 
only surviving the lack of traffic, 
it is thriving as the result of it. 


The billboard-size warning 


signs proclaiming the number of 


deatns are gone now, and even 
though the signs were covered 
during the last months of the 
highway's use they still served as 
grim reminders to those who had 
passed in previous years. Also 
gone with the trucks are the signs 
urging motorists to turn on their 
lights as an added deterrent to 
accidents. 


With all the warning signs 


cleared away and the air now 
free of the exhaust fumes from 
the inevitable long lines of cars 
and trucks, one can now make the 
drive from Streetman to Fair- 
field and enjoy the scenery of the 
area. Of course, most motorists 
are in too much of a hurry to 
leave the Interstate just to take a 
leisurely drive, a situation which 
produces an additional benefit for 
those who do since it is now 
possible to traverse the 15 miles 
between Streetman and Fairfield 
without having to worry about 
some low-flying idiot gathering 
passengers for his final trip. 


There is also something new 


along the road that is not merely 
the result of the absence of a lot of 
bad things. About three miles 
north of Fairfield the huge 


framework 
of 
Industrial 


Generating Company's drag-line 
appears as some prehistoric 
monster 
standing 
ready to 


devour trespassers as it devours 
the land. 


But the IGC people are con- 


siderate. Not only do they re-sod 
the land after stripping 
the 


valuable lignite from it, they are 
also careful not to turn their big 
machine loose on the sides of hills 
facing the highway. This permits 
a 
continuous 
carpet 
of 


bluebonnets, Indian paintbrush 
and .other wildflowers unin- 
terrupted by a vast expanse of 
dirt. 


The contrast between old 75 


and 75 today is as great as that 
between 75 and Interstate 45. But 
the significance of the new high- 
way is that now Freestone County 
can operate at its own leisurely 
pace if it desires or can join the 
rat-race world of the freeway. 
All countians enjoy prosperity, as 
do people everywhere, but here 
prosperity is no longer being 
shoved down people's 
throats 


along with gas fumes and ghastly 
wrecks.

this year's legislative sessions in 
several states, including Texas, 
but there is some difference of 
opinion on who will pay to have 
the signs removed from near the' 
roads. 


Kansas, Nebraska and Okla- 


homa laws provide that the fed- 
eral government pay 75 per cent 
of the cost of removal and the 
state 25 per cent. 


However, an Iowa attorney 


general's opinion holds it is un- 


constitutional to use primary 
highway I'm ids for the purpose 
and in Missouri there is no for- 
mula for compensation. 


In Texas, legislation regulating 


placement 
and removal of 


billboards was one of the two 
major reasons Gov. Preston 
Smith called the state legislature 
into a special session, which 
ended last week. 


The bill adopted by the Texas 


legislature prohibits certain 
types of outdoor advertising, 
such as billboards, within 660 feet 


of 
primary 
highways 
and 


requires junkyards, or automo- 
bile graveyards, with 1,000 feet of 
main highways to be removed or 
screened. 


The Texas highway depart- 


ment considers interstate, U.S. 
and major 
Texas-numbered 


highways as part of the primary 
system. It does not include farm 
to market, ranch or park roads.
